board missing, was learned today. 

The story comes from Capt. Barr, of 
the Carmania, of the Cunard line, which 
reached Fish Guard today. He says he 
recéived a wireless distress call Thurs- 
day from the Volturno, which was 78 
miles off and then almost in mid-Atlan- 
tic, reporting that the steamship was 
afire. The Carmania put on full steam 
ahead and reached the Volturno, which 
was rolling in a raging gale. Her for- 
ward end was burning fiercely. Her 
boat lowering tackle had fouled and 
four of her lifeboats, loaded to capacity, 
had been smashed against her sides. 
All of the oats’ occupants were 
drowned. 

Capt. Barr tried to rescue the im- 
perilled passengers left on board the 
Volturno, but the Carmania’s boats 
found it impossible to get alongside the 
burning steamship, owing to the raging 
storm. Meanwhile the Carmania kept 
her wireless working, attracting the 
Grosser Kurfuerst, the Kroonland, the 
Devonian, the Minneapolis, the ‘Tou- 
raine, the Narragansett, the Asian, the 
Seyvdlitz, the Rappahannock, and the 
Czar. 

When the gale moderated toward 
night these steamships put off boats to 
the aid of the Volturno. 

The Carmania sent up Searchlights, 
which did good work, the beams play- 
ing on the water to aid in rescuing the 
drowning. 

About 9 o’clock flames burst out 
amidships on the Volturno, and a ter- 
rific explosion followed. All that could 
be done was to throw lighted life buoys 
into the raging sea, while the life- 
boat erews stood helplessly by.

‘ceptions to his attitude and for twen- 
ty minutes there was a good natured 
running debate between the speaker 
and a part of. the listeners Several 
of Mr. Baker’s most teHinge strikes 
were made in answering the objec- 
tions made to the license proposal. 

“This was a regular Tom Johnson 
meeting for a while,” said Mayor 
Baker after the speech. “That is the 
way we do it lp in Cleveland. Every 
body asks questions up there. Usually 
in beginninzs a speech I invite ques-~ 
tioning.” Mr. Baker was much pleas-~ 
ed at the interruptions. 


Discusses Seven Proposals. 


Seven of the 42 amendments were 
discussed ky Mr. Baker. ‘The two 
which he opposed were the amend- 
ment providing for the use of voting 
machines, and the taxation proposal. 

The five for which the speaker ar- 
gued favorably were the abolition of 
ce pital punishment, woman’s suffrage, 
the liquor license, the initiative and 
referendum 2nd municipal home rule. 

“As the executive of a great city,”’ 
said Mayor Baker, “I am most inter- 
ested in the proposal allowing heme 
rule for municipalities.”  Uyen this 
umendment he placed greater. stress 
than upcn the others. He dsclared 
very emphaticaily for the initiative 
and referendum. ‘The arrangements 


for his meeting here were made by{ political duties easy. 


the I. & R. league of the county. 

As an introduction to his arguments 
on the constitutional amendments, 
Mayor Baker made a brief and com- 
prehensive review of the development 
of democracy. Ke directed attention 
to the vast changes in the United 
States as a community, from the time 
when every family was a unit with 
its members producing everything tv 
meet its needs, to the present condi- 
tion of specialized endeavor, empha- 
sizing the change from the individtal 
to the community interest. From 
this, he made plain the need of chanz- 
es in the methods of government. 


Conditions Change. 


‘ “The federal constitution, made in 
1789, was made for primitive condi- 
tions,” declared Mayor Baker. a be 
does not fully fit modern situations. 
When questions have come “=p *uac 
are nnt cobyerea by the constitution, 
the supreme court has had to stretch 
it to cover the needs. 

“Tf I could ask Madison or Monroe, 
one of the makers of the federal con- 
stitution, if they meant that it should 
never be changed, he would say No! 
We made the best constitution we 
could for the country. We expected 
the nation to expand. We expected 
that from a little string of states along 
the Atlantic coast, you would expand 
into a great nation. You did. And 
SO we expected you to expand the con- 
stitution to meet the needs of your 
greater nation. let the suit grow 
with the boy. We would not expect 
the suit that was large enough for a 
small boy to fit the grown man. 


State Has Developed. 


“So the supreme court has expand- 
ed the constitution. But by this, the 
court and not the people has become 
the highest legislative power. 

“Tt has been the same with the 
constitution. In 1851, when Ohio’s 
present constitution was adopted, we 
we were a rural people... Large state 
as Ohio then was, it has now become 
a community larger than many king- 
doms, even larger than many known 
AS CIMPileseyA constitution drafted for 
the needs of Ohio in 1851 could not 
by any possibility fit the problems of 
£912: 

“This is a progressive age, although 
I do not’ like the ‘term, for . all 
ages are progressive. But marvelous 
advance strides have been made in the 
last century.” Were the speaker re- 
viewed the advances made in medi- 
cine, in the mechanic arts, and in 
transportation as illustrations of the 
progress of the century. Medicine a 
hundred years ago, he said, was lim- 
‘ited principally to bleeding and 
drenching. George Washington, he 
declared, was bled to death by his 
physicians who knew no other reme- 
dy for a cold than the drawing of 
blood. 

Referring to the constitutional con- 
vention which prepared the amend- 
ments proposed to be made, Mr. Ba- 
ker said: “It was a timid group of 
men who approached the work of 
amending the constitution of Ohio. 
They felt that a constitution was a 
sacred thing. They seemed to think 
that they should approach it on all 
fours. There was an excess of rever- 
ence. But the convention grew more 
progressive every day as it continued. 

Little Organized Opposition. 

‘So far as I know, there has been 
no concerted opposition to all of the 
amendments except from two gquar- 
ters. 

“When I was in Washington a num- 
ber of years ago, there was a young 
i\man there named Mgashall Cushing, 
who was the editor @ a paper called 
‘The Capital.’ The pages of this were 
devoted principally to accounts of 
what the society ladies of the city 
wore to balls and to the theater. It 
told wha jewels they wore on Tues- 
day and* what ones they wore on 
Thursdzy. Part of it told of little pe- 
culiarities of the great. If a certain 
Senator ate with his knift, it chron- 


‘am 


icled that. It played to the little vani- 
ties .of the rich and famous. “ \ 

‘“Marshali Cushing is now in New|! 
York, the editor of a paper called | 
‘Tlow. The paper. circulates exclu-| 
sively among manufacturers, who are 
supposed to have business interests in 
Ohio. It is warning the ‘nea 
ers that the people, the plain people, 
are going to amend the constitution. | 
It is urging that they hire speakers | 
and send them into Ohio. to oppose 
the amendments, and that they -use 
every means to prevent the, revision 
of the constitution by the ignorant 
people. 

“The other point from which an 
orzanized opposition is coming is 
from the Ohio Board of Commerce. 
Alien Ripley Foote is the secretary of 
the organization. I don’t know much 
about the Ghic Board of ‘Commerce, 
but I do know a great deal about 
Mr. Foote. He is the kind of a man 
who is in favor of any radical prcpo- 
sition until there is some danger of 
its adoption. Then he is against it, 
and is crying that it is not time for it. 
There may 2e organized oj: position to 
the amendments from other points 
than these two, but I know of no 
others. 


Opposes Voting Machines. 


“T am in favor of most of the pro- 
posals. There are some to which I 
very emphatically opposed. I do 
like the amendment to provide 

for the use of the voting niachine. If 
nuim-informea that the passage of this 
ainendment was secured by a manu- 
facturer of-.voting machines, who was 
in Columbus urging the ;delegates. to 
support the proposition. But my oh- 
jections to the amendments are nct 
based wholly on this ground.

Liquor License. 

A wage of particular interest was 
noticeabl. in the audience when May~ 
or Baker approached the liquor: H-| 
cense. question. He declared himself 
frankly in favor of the license pro- 
posal. 

To get the liquor question out of 
politics was the first especial argu- 
ment Mr Baker advanced for the l- 
cense amendment. That the liquors 
traffic should be put under state con- 
troi, with provision that the men en- 
gaging in the business should be re- 
quired to meet strict regulations, was 
the end favored. Upon going into ef- 
fect, the measure immediately, said 
the speaker, put 2500 saloons out of 
business, under the provision that 
there is a saloon for each 350 people. 

‘The liquor question,” declared 
Mayor Laker,’ has short circuited ev- 
ery other question, that has come 
up before the legislature. I doubt 
if it would be an exaggeration to say 
that more harm has been done by the 
saloon question than py the saloon 
itself.” 

Ihe mayor’s argument for the li- 
cense system was interrupted by a

He sald it is not the hope of the 
churches to stamp out vice. Ministers, 
he said, are broad-minded enough to| 
know that such a thing cannot be 


done.

“But,” he said, “we came to the 
belief, and the mayor now agrees 
with us, that the so-called segregated 
district can be wiped out. 

“Ags a matter of fact it is not a 
gwecregated district. The vice of the 
city is not segregated. That district 
represents only one-eighth, the rest 
is seattered all over the city. For 
that reason in our study we did not 
have to consider the old cry that 
seatteration would result from elimi- 
nating segregation. 

“The district represents a small 


part of the city’s vice set apart, com- }, 


mercialized and advertised. It stim- 

ulates social and all other vices.”’ 
The report made by Rev. Tippett 

to the committee says that Mayor 


Baker has promised to do just what 


the committee set out to accomplish.

Council decided this by ordinance after long deliberation 
anda canvass of the sentiment for the change among Cleve- 
land’s citizens. Mayor Newton D. Baker issued a proclamation 
setting the hour of the change, after expressions from Cleve- 
landers as to when the change could be made most conveniently. 
The change must be made universally in the city that 
Cleveland may gain its ‘full effect and benefit. 
Here is one reason for universal adoption of the new time 
in Cleveland, presented by Mayor Baker:

‘Whatever Cleveland undertakes should be undertaken by 


Cleveland as a unit. 
“The change to Eastern time was decided on officially as a 
wise step. It should be concurred in by everybody in the city.

Recent amendments to the state 
constitution mention the words 
“hoard of education’. and for that 
reason, Friebolin said, if school] af- 
fairs are taken over by the municipal] 
government a board of two or more 
members must be appointed. 

The constitutional amendment 
gives cities the right, through action, 
of. the Legislature, .to decide how 
many members” shall _ constitute 
boards of education and to deter- 
mine for themselves how members 
shall be chosen. 

Thomas Farrell, former member 
of the state Legislature, and chair- 
man of the legislative committee of 
the Cleveland Federation of Labor, 
is expected to be joined by other 
labor leaders of the city and state in 
a fight for the bill. 

Frederick Explains. 

Superintendent Frederick yester - 
day refused to give reasons for the 
non-appointment of any of the teach- 
ers or principals whose names he re- 
fused to send to the school board. 

“There has been good and sufficient 
eause in each case,” he said. “It is 
out of consideration for the teaéhers 
themselves that I will not divulge 
reasons for their not being reappoint- 
éed. 

‘Some of the teachers may be re- 
appointed if we can be assured of 
their harmonious co-operation for the 
good of the schools.” 

Frederick could not tell when the 
list of appointments of German 
teachers will be ready to be sent to 
the board for confirmation. It may 
be several weeks before the list is 
ready, said he. 

Until this list is made public Miss 
Claus, leader of the union movemeng, 
will not know definitely if she is to be 
dismissed from the schools. She was 
certain yesterday, however, that she 
would not be reappointed. 

Delay Union Work. 

Actual formation of the Teachers’ 
Union, Miss Claus said last night, is 
to be delayed until after the court 
of common pleas has decided whether 
failure of Frederick and the board of 
education to reappoint teachers who 
have declared openly for a union, 
constitutes a violation of Judge Neff’s 
linjunction order. 

“7g will not place teachers who 
want to join the union in the posi- 
tion of jeopardizing their positions by 
so doing,” said Miss Claus. 

Attorney John A. Cline, who is 
handling the legal part of the teach- 
ers’ fight, declared yesterday no move 
would be made toward citing Fred-

Declares He Will Try to Have 


Adequate Sum For 
Next Year. 


Faced with the prospect of a plague 


of late summer flies equaling in num- 
bers the invasions of any year prior 
to the crusade of last summer, the ap- 
peal of citizens for official assistance 
in combating the pest has been turned 
down ‘‘with regrets.” 

City authorities have not turned a 
deaf ear to the appeal. “It is one of 
the greatest misfortunes that could 
happen to the city that we should have 
no money available to continue this 
work after we had made so much 
progress toward fly extermination,” 
Mayor Newton D. Baker yesterday de- 
clared. 

The mayor said no one regretted more 


|than he did that the campaign against 


the fly this summer will have to be car- 
ried on by citizens in their private 
capacities. 

“This is distinctly the city’s work 
and I do not at all like the idea of 
| shifting the city’s responsibilities on 
ito the shoulders of the private citi- 
| zen,’’ he said.

Protests Bring Facilities 
Greatly Inadequate 


Three years of promises, kicks and 
delays were ended a month ago when 
the new Edgewater bathhouse was 
opened. Now the kicks and promises 
have started again. The bathhouse is 


less than half big enough. 

Overcrowded conditions which have 
in attendants forcing no 
fewer than three persons in one small 
dressing room, prokably 
in doubling the capacity of the $150,- 
000 bathing house. But the doubling 
is another promise subject to delay. 
Complaints of the inadequate facili- 
ties have flooded the office of Park 
Commissioner Alber. 


Bathers have protested against be-| 
ing forced to share the small dressing 


rooms with Strangers. Frequently 
bathers have found no place to hang 
their clothes because of the absence 
of hooks. So many complaints have 
been made that Councilman Dittrick 
Tuesday that 


Alber told Dittrick he was powerless 
to remedy matters until the bath- 
house is enlarged. 


Share Rooms With Strangers 
“People have told me they 
been forced to share dressing rooms 
With persons whose acquaintance 
they have made on the beach,’’ Ditt- 


Tick said Tuesday. “Dressing rooms 


have been refused individuals until 
they found companions. If a person 
Soes to the beach: unaccompanied he 
cannot go in bathing until he has 
picked up someone to share a dress- 
ing room with him. 

“T have been besieged with com- 
Plaints from people who have been 
with the way things’ are 
being managed at Edgewater. I know 
that if I go to a bathing beach 
don’t want to share a dressing room 
With some stranger. There is no rea-

son why anyone should be compelled 


to hang around the beach for an hour 
until he has found someone who will 


Share a room with him. 


“The bathhouse cost the city $150,- 


| 000, but conditions there are far from 


right. People have told me _ that 
after finding compartments they have 
been forced to stand on chairs to 
dress because the floors were flooded.” 

Alber said Tuesday that Edgewater 
beach has been overcrowded every 
day since it opened. Relief could 
come only through doubling capacity 
of the bathhouse, he said.
